Prison sentences for the big packers may | 
be the result of the federal grand jury in- 
vestigation just completed, even though they 
were not named in the indictment returned. 

For while mere money fines for corpora- 
tions form the maximum penalty possible in 
the criminal! suit, a jury finding for the state 
in the civil suit admite of the infliction of 
money fines of any extent on corporations 
and individuals, and penitentiary sentences 
of any extent on individuals. 

These fines and sentences may be inflicted 
as punishments for tho violation of the 
Grosscup injunction. | 

The bill in equity filed Monday in the 
United States Circuit court based on evidence 
heard by the grand jury, charges flagrant 
violations of the Grosscup injunction. It 
the allegations in it are proved in court, and 
the men who signed it, Attorney General 
Wickersham and District Attorney Sims, and 
the man who swore to it, Assistant District 
Attorney Wil „ are confident that they 
can be proved, citations for contempt for 
violations of the injunction issued ix 1008 
will be in order.

Sign Peace Agreement with 
Western Railroad Managers. 


| MEDIATION WINS TRIUMPH. 


Wages to Be Arbitrated; Verdict on 
Two Rules Kept Secret. 


There will be no strike of firemen on west- 
ern railroads. Settlement of the dispute be- 
tween the locomotive firemen and the offi- 
Clalp of the forty-nine roads involved was 
reached at mediation conferences which en- 
tinued until an early hour this morning. Ths 
peace agreement was signed at 2 a. m. 

By a joint agreement the terme of the set- 
tlement were not made public beyond the 
announcement that the question of wages 
will be submitted to arbitration under the 
Erdman law. The friction ‘between the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen and En- 
ginemen and the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers ig pronounced and for the good 
of the service the verdict on the two 
rules will be made public only after the 
members of the firemen’s committee have re- 
turned to their home cistricts and presented 
the proposition to the membership. 

It is understood, however, that Labor Com- 
miscioner Charles P. Nelll’s plan of seniori- 
ty rulings, with a few technical changes, 
was adopted by both sides. This will pro- 
vide a way in which, following a minimum 
period of time, probably sixty days, the sen- 
jority of firemen and engineers shall be es- 
tablished and forever recognized by the rall- 
roads. The question of representation, which 
originally was one of the cardinal démands of 
the firemen, will be held in abeyance pend- 
ing a settlement of the other propositions, 


Neill Brings Parties Together. 

Credit for averting the threatened strike of 
27,000 firemen was given to Commissioner 
Neill, whose tact and diplomacy brought the 
two sides together on a proposition for peace. 
It was regarded as the most stubborn case 
the federal mediator har been called upon 
to handle in the history of the operation of 
the Erdman law. 

Of the questions tn dispute,- the matter of 
wages wes comparatively an easy prob- 
lem. Not so with the two rules demanded. 
From the first the railroad general managers 
offered to arbitrate the question of wages, but 
the firemen insisted that both the question of 
wages and the two rules must be arbitrated 
jointly. It was over this dispute that the 
break came. 

Numerous propositions were submitted by 
Commissioner Neill in an effort to hing 
about a compromise acceptable to both sides, 
At length Mr. Neill announced that he would 
submit a final plan for a settlement and if 
this stranded the mediation conferences 
would end. This last plan brought the two 
side together. 


Those Signing the. Agreement. 

Articles of agreement were signed by Pres- 
ident W. 8. Carter for the firemen and Chair- 
man W. C. Nixon for the general managers’ 
committee. Both committees were in session 
at the Auditorium hotel until the last 
straightening out details in the peace plan. 

The firemen demand ayn increase of 12% 
per cent in wages. While this is being arbi- 
trated the other matters. which were in dis-

Ever since President Taft in his Ney 
York speech of Feb. 12 reiterated his Winona 


‘defense of the new tariff law, declaring it to 


be the best act of its kind ever placed on the 
statute’ books, the more radical of the Re- 
publican senators have been planning for an 
opportunity to reply to the president. 

Mr. Taft's Providence speech and the result 
of the special congress election in the Four- 
teenth ‘Massachusetts district have given 
the insurgents additional inspiration on this 
subject, and Senators La Follette and Cum- 


mins today confirmed the report that the sen- 


ate would not be permitted to adjourn until 
the insurgents’ ylews- on the tariff had been 
aired thoroughly in the congressional] record. 

Senators La Follette and Dolliver have 
been selected to train the verbal artillery on 
the Payne-Aldrich law, and they propose to 
do their best to shoot it full of holes. At the 
same time the defenders of the law, notably 
President Taft himself, will not be spared, 
and the senate, before it is over, may be the 
scene of a good deal of unpleasantness.

DR. BYRON ROBINSON DIRS 


Long Known as a Teacher and 
Writer on Medical Subjects. 


PROFESSOR IN SCHOOL HERE. 


Will Be Buried at Hollendale, Mich., 
His Birthplace. 


Dr. Byron Robinson,. professor of surgery 
at the Chicago College of Phyeicians and Sur- 
geons, died at 6 o'clock last evening at his 
residence, 834 North Thatchtr avenue, River 
Fcrest. He was 52 years old. 

Dr. Robinson was born at Hollendale, Win., 
and after attending an old time log school 
house and teaching in the country, he was 
graduated from Rush Medical college and 
the University of Wisconsin, later taking 
special courses at the University of Heidel- 
berg, the University of Vienna, Berlin, and at 
London. He later practiced medicine in 
Grand Rapids, Mich. 

After several years of practice he was 
called to the professorship of anatomy and 
elinical surgery in Toledo Medica! college, 
Toledo, O. While there he became known 
through his medical investigations. A num- 
ber of years ago he removed to Chicago,

Statewide Action Refused and 
Car Men Suffer Desertions. 


UNION STILL HOLDS OUT. 
Believes te Short ‘Time It dan. Fores 
Company Into Line. 


Philadeiphia. Pa., March 23.—With the de- 
cision of the state labor organizations not 
to declare a sympathetic strike, and the 
return to work of many of the sympathetic 
strikers in this city, the situation has set- 
tled down to a question of endurance be- 
tween the striking carmen and the Phila- 
delphia Rapid Transit company. 

The employers in various lines declare that 
more than 30,000 sympathetic strikers have 
returned to work and left the carmen to

The company now has all its lines in oper- 
ation with the exception of the subway sur- 
face cars and a few other lines which are 
paralleled by cars in operation. Officials 
of the company say 1,800 cars are in oper- 
ation. The secretary of the street car men's 
unfon, however, declared tonight that the 
greatest number of cars.operated in a single 
day since the beginning of the strike was 
600. He says there are only 700 members of

Kansas City, Mo., March 23.—[Speelal. 
Mrs. J. E. King, of No. 8423 Tracy avenue, 
wife of the veterinarian of the Kansas City 
Stock Yards company, asked the city prose- 
cutor today for a warrant for John Newman, 
of Jacobs and Newman, attorneys, who, with 
her husband, she said, had attacked her 
Monday night in Swope park. 

She showed bruises on her throat where she 
said Newman had choked her, and a swollen 
place on her lower lip where she declared 
the lawyer struck her. 

Mrs. King told Edward Curtin, an assistant 
prosecutor, that she had gone to the park 
with a man who had been ber friend fora 
long, long time. And then, hiding from the 
bright moonlight, her husband and Newman 
had stolen up and attacked them, cutting the 


‘man in much the same way that John P. 


Cudahy slashed Jere F. Lillis, When Mr. 
Curtin told Mrs. King the warrant could not 
be issued without consequent publicity for 
the whole affair, she left the office without 
having obtained It. 


Husband Tells of Encounter. 

Mr. Newman, who is Dr. King’s attorney, 
acknowledged today that he and his client had 
met Mra. King and a man he did not know 
in Swope park Monday night. He denied, 
however, that he had touched Mrs. King and 
declined to comment further. Dn King, how- 
ever, gave a detailed account of the events 
of the afternoon and evening. As he talked 
he referred constantly to a notebook. 

Mr. Newman and I followed Mrs. King,” 
he said. ‘ At 8:30 she met a tall, handsome 
fellow, at the Hotel Baltimore, and at 7:30 
the two boarded a car for Swope park and 
got off at the main entrance. We Were never 
more than a few feet away from them. 

“ We followed them about a quarter of a 
mile into the park, down a fork of the rock 
road that leads totheright. There they sat 
down under a huge tree. 

“We had watched them perhaps twenty 
minutes, when a sort of frenzy seized me. 
I was behind a tree with Mr. Newman and 
not ten feet away. I jumped on the mar? 
beat him in the face, and choked him severe- 
ly. At intervals he said these things [Dr. 
King referred to his notebook again!]: 

“My God, don’t kill me. Let me explain. 
I never saw this woman before.“ 

‘‘ She’s my wife, I told him. 

“Didn’t Know She Was Married.” 

“I swear I did not know she was married,” 
the man answered. 

And then a worse frenzy gripped me, 
Dr. King continued. I took from my 
pocket a sharp knife I use in my veterinary 
practice and while I held him on the ground 
I cut a gash an inch deep and about fourteen 
inches long in his right thigh. 

Just then Mr. Newman pushed me over 
and caused me to let the man go. Before 
I could regain my hold, the man was on 
his feet and fleeing in a direction opposite 
from the car line. I pursued him more than 
200 feet, but was so nearly done up I couldn't 
catch him. I know his name, but I have not 
seen him since.“ 


SHOOTS FOUR AND KILLS SELF 
WHEN HE IS BROUGHT TO BAY. 


Man, After Creating Terror in Castleton, 
Ind., Ends Life as Posse Appears on 
Scene at Midnight. 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 4.—After he had 
created terror in the town of Castleton, just 
north of Indianapolis, last night by wounding 
four men, one fatally, Perry Roberts killed 
himself at midnight when brought to bay by 
a sheriff's posse. 

Roberts had been in Indianapolis and had 
become intoxicated. While on the train 
homeward it is said he quarreled with the 
conductor. Immediately after he left the 
train Roberts obtained a shotgun and tried 
to buy ammunition. This was refused and 
he opened fire with a revolver on several men 
who were sitting in the store. James Wheat- 
ley, a farmer, was fatally wounded. Addi- 
son MeGey, Carl McGey, his son, and James 
Margan were wounded, but not fatally. 

Roberts escaped to a pasture where he con- 
cealed himself in a straw pile. 

No attempt was made to capture the fugi- 
tive until the sheriff and a posse arri 
from Indianapolis: When they reached Rob- 
erts hiding place he opened fire, but evi- 
dently: seeing that he was about to be cap- 
tured shot himself.

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HALTS GAYLEY DIVORCE SUIT 


Judge Says Residence of Steel 
Man Must Be Shown. 
PECULIARITY IN RENO CASE. 


Plaintiff's Complaint Abandoned; Trial 
on Wife’s Cross Bill. 


Reno, Nev., March 23.—[Specialh.]—A crisis 
came in the Gayley divorce suit today when 
after all the testimony was in Judge Orr said: 


“I am not satisfied upon the question of 


jurisdiction regarding this case and I must 
have further testimony on the question of the 
residence here of Mr. Gayley. The original 
complaint of Mr. Gayley as plaintiff in this 
action has been abandoned and this trial has 
been upon the cross complaint of the defend- 
ant, Mrs. Julia Gardner Gayley.”

The Walsh train, which consists of a pri- 
vate car, a Pullman car, a day coach, and a 
baggage car, has had the right of way ever 
since it left the Texas city, An idea of the 
speed may be gained from the record made 
from Montgomery, Ala. In that run of 175 
miles only one stop was made and the total 
time was 190 minutes. Along the route the 
speed has been fully up to that record. 

The train was heavily guarded at Atlanta 
and no one was allowed to approach. It was 
said that so doubtful was the condition of the 
patient that faster speed must be made if he 
would reach Washington alive.

Trenton, N. J., March 23.—Prosecutor Gar- 
ven of Hudson county today made applica- 
tion to Gov. Fort for the extradition of Louis 
F. Swift of Swift & Co. and Edward Morris of 
Morris & Co., who are under indictment in 
Hudson county on a charge of conspiracy in 
connection with the price of meat. 

Gov. Fort took no action and, in keeping 
with his promise last week to Samuel Unter- 
myer, counsel for the packing companies, 
he will give a hearing before the extradi- 
tions are allowed. 


Allows Writ of Certiorari. 

The Supreme court, after hearing argu- 
ment today, allowed the writ of certiorari! as 
applied for by counsel for the packing com- 
panies in connection With the proceedings to 
have the western meat concerns bring their 
books into New Jersey for inspection by the 
Hudson county grand jury. 

This action of the court will permit the 
packing companies to take Justice Swayze's 
order directing the companies to bring their 
books into New Jersey up to the Court of 
Errors and Appeals. The granting of the 
writ of certiorari was a mere formality. 


Poultry “Trust” Indicted. 

New York, March 23.—They indicted an- 
other trust in New York today; not a 
nation embracing organization, but the live 
poultry dealers of the city, who are charged 
by the grand jury with conspiracy in re- 
straint of trade under the general business 
laws of the state. 

Three local associations of poultry dealers 
are named, chief of which is the New York 
Live Poultry Commissien Merchants’ Pro- 
tective association, charged with the control 
of 90 per cent of the live poultry trade of 
the city. The association was formed in 1906. 

Nearly ninety defendants are named in 
three blanket indictments, and all will be 
arraigned in the criminal branch of the 
Supreme court tomorrow. The investigation 
is an outgrowth of the general complaint 
against the high price of foodstuffs, but 
the violation of no federal statutes is in- 
volved in the proceedings. 


Crusade Against Short Weights. 

Besides the indictment of the pouitry deal- 
ers, the city has begun a crusade against 
short weights. Eighteen inspectors, armed 
with carefully adjusted scales, are making 
the rounds of wholesale and retail stores and 
peddlers’ stands. 

In holding a peddler for trial today, who 
was arrested for selling twelve ounces of 
grapes for a pound, the magistrate said: 

“Giving of short weights or measures is 
the meanest and most contemptible way to 
trick the public, especially the poor people. 
The pract is all the more shameful and 
outrageous when it is considered that poor 
people are almost the exclusive patronizers 
= the peddlers who engage in the trick rop- 

ry.’ "

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Judge Landis Throws J. 
West's Business Into Hands 
ö of a Receiver. 


REQUEST OF CREDITORS. 


Defendant Locks Safe and Re- 
fuses to Turn Over Papers It 
Holds to Deputies. 


Judge Landis in’ the United States District 
court appointed a receiver late yesterday 
afternoon for James J. West, a mining 
broker with offices in the Fisher building. 
Last evening Deputy United States marshals 
seized the offices and gave possession to the 
American Trust and Savings bank, named by 
the judge as recetver. Wk ieee 

The receiver was appointed on petition of 
Thomas C. Miller, M. Alberta Miller, and 
William T. Sehell, creditors who several days 
ago filed a petition in involuntary bank- 
ruptcy against West, and intervening peti- 
tioners, including the Safety Banking and 
Trust company of Philadelphia, Charles W. 
Slater, and Robert T. Slater, mining oper 
ators formerly connected with West. 

West was ordered to appear before Referee 
in Bankruptcy Frank L. Wean at 10 o'clock 
this morning, when he will be questioned by 
attorneys for the creditors. 

A peculiar situation in the tangled affairs 
of the broker and his creditors developed last 
night when Thomas C. Miller repudiated the 
act of his attorney, Samuel Shaw Parks, and 
declared the petition for a receiver was made 
without his knowledge or consent and 
against his wishes. 


Repudiates Actions of Attorney. 

“I told my attorney this morning that I 
wanted to drop the bankruptcy proceedings 
started a few days ago,” Mr. Miller said. 
It must be some mistake if my name ap- 
pears in the petition fora receiver. My claim 
of $22,500 against West is in part that of 
other persons and after consideration we de- 
cided to drop the proceedings, for we figured 
the attorneys’ fees and court costs would be 
SO great that we would stand a poorer show 
of getting our money through bankruptcy ac- 
tion than to wait. I so notified Mr. Parks.“ 

There was a lively time in West's offices 
when the deputy marshals, accompanied by 
Attorney Parks, Joseph W. Moses, attorney 
for the receiver, and Arthur Clarke, repre- 
senting the receiver, arrived to take charge. 
West was found in another part of the build- 
ing and was taken to his offices where the 
notice of thé receivership was served While 


‘he was accepting service he stepped over to 


the vault and turned the combination. 


Refuses to Turn Over Papers. 

“You can’t have them tonight.“ West said 
in response to a demand by Mr. Clarke that 
all of the broker’s papers and books be 
turned over to him. 

The receiver is in possession here and J 
want all the books, and I want you to open 
that vauk,’’ Mr. Clarke sald. 

“I won't open it,” said West, as he sat 
down at his desk and started to pick up some 
papers. 

Here, stop that,“ said Attorney Moses, 
“don't take anything out of this office or 
I'll have you down before Judge Landis for 
contempt of court.“

Officer Says Children with Stepmothers 
| Should Be Watched. 


Women as a sort of policemen to patrol 
regular beats every evening and keep an eye 
on their neighbors’ children are proposed by 
Capt P. J. Harding of the Shakspeare ave- 
nue station. | 

The plan was suggested at a meeting of the 
Esther Falkenstein Settlement Woman's club 
yesterday during a talk on “ Welfare of 
Young People.“ It met with such approval 
that the club wil) consider the advisability of 
starting a league of women to undertake the 
work. 

“I ean talk to policemen and to criminals. 
I've faced many storms and expect more, but 
I'd rather face a burglar than a woman’s 
club, a thing I never did before,“ said Capt. 
Harding. But I know the police depart- 
ment is not doing all that could be done for 
wayward girls and I think the women and the 
Juvenile Protective association can do a great 
deal. The best thing the women can do is to 
arrange something like a police system of 
their own, each woman taking a small ‘ beat’ 
and keeping an eye on the way girls behave.“ 


Blames Cruel Stepmothers. 

Capt. Harding declared most of the delin- 
quency among r girls to be due to parental 
intoxication, bad temper, lack of training, 
and cruel stepmothers. He said parents should 
watch all the time, ! 

Mrs. William Deyerin, vice president of the 
Seventh district of the I}Mnois Federation of 
Woman’s Clubs, urged the need of schools 
and churches as social centers. She also 
asked the women of the settlement house to 
cojperate with her in forcing a certain 
amusement park to do away with free admis- 
sion to women and children. 

She asserted the practice has transformed 
an otherwise delightful place into a pander- 
ing joint of the worst character.

| F afternoon, and last night 500,000 gallons of 


the 3,000,000 gallons of water which will have 
to ‘be emptied out had been pumped into the 
sewers. It is expected that the 


| work will have been completed within four 


a five more days. 

Detectives from State’s Attorney Way- 
Fre have been watching both ends of 
the tunnel for the last two months to prevent 
bomb throwers from destroying evidence of 
fraud. While the work is under way close 
watch is kept on everybody who comes near 
the opening at the foot of Lawrence avenue 
and who approaches by boat the intake in 
the lake half a mile from shore. 

Contractor T. J. Prendergast, who is doing 
the work, said yesterday that he has been 
troubled by seapage leaking into the sewer 
bore. He has ten days in which to finish his 
work, and must keep the bore empty during 
the Investigation to follow. 


Big Centrifugal Pump Used. 

An eight inch centrifugal pump with a 
capacity of 2,500 gallons a minute has been 
installed at the opening at the foot of Law- 
rence avenue. The sewer at this point drops 
from thirty feet below the surface to sixty 
feet. It was necessary to suspend a plat- 
form above the lower tunnel by means of 
derricks on the surface. The pump stands 
on the suspended platform and discharges 
the water into the upper part of the tunnel. 
This is connected with the pumping station 
near Wilson avenue. The pumps of the sta- 
tion throw the water into the sewers flowing 
into the drainage canal. 

The work was stopped yesterday afternoon 
while a bulkhead at the connection of the 
higher with the lower tunnel level at the foot 
of Lawrence avenue was rebuilt. The orig- 
inal bulkhead failed to hold the water and 
part of it was washed away. The sewer is 
about twenty feet in diameter. 


Object of the Work. 

The purpose in emptying the bore is to de- 
termine the truth or falsity of the charge 
in an indictment against the sewer con- 
tractor, Michael H. McGovern, that he 
“skimped’’ in the amount of concrete he 
used in the construction of the walls of the 
tunnel fifty feet underneath the lake. It is 
charged the walls are only four inches 
through where they should be eight inches, 
according to * specifications of the con- 
tract. 

Assistant State’ Attorney Northrup is ex- 
pected to superintend the investigation when 
the pumping is finished. Pneumatic drilling 
machines will be used to determine the thick- 
ness of the walls. This part of the work is 
expected to take about a week. 

An assistant to W. W. Curtis, consulting 
engineer who hae charge of the investigation 
for the state’s attorney's office, said the time 
it will take to determine whether the specifi- 
cations of the sewer contract were fulfilled 
would depend on what the first borings dis- 
closed. Borings will be made until it 1s de- 
termined beyond a question that there either 
was Or was not “ mping in the construc- 
tion of the section.

3 CITY OFFICES I FIGHT | 


Tell Merriam Board About Col- 
lecting Special Assessments. 


MAGERSTADT HAS COUP. 


Points to Advantage of His Quarters in 
New City Hall. 


The “ entente cordiale between the offices 
of the local board of improvements, the city 
controller, the city’ collector, and the city 
treasurer was all bunged up last night as 
a result of the Merriam commission's hear- 
ing on special assessments yesterday after- 
noon. 

At times the interchange of compliments 
was so tinged with acrimony as to make it 
appear that there was really some bitterness 
of feeling. It was all explained, however, by 
the fact that each office was striving to con- 
vince the commision that it should still re- 
tain a finger in the special assessment pie. 

The discussion was all about who should 
collect the special assesements and how the 
money and accounts should be handled. This 
discussion already has occupied two prior 
meetings of the commission, ana to the lay 
mind no progress was made toward an ami- 
cable agreement. 


Magerstadt Has New Plea, 

Ernést J. Magerstadt, city collector, did 
manage, however, to drive home an argu- 
ment toward the close of the session which 
floored Lis chief opponent, O. A. V. Standish, 
secretary of the board of local improvements, 
and which may win the day. 

His point was that as the city collector, the 
city clerk, and the water rates bureau have 
secured the entire main floor of the new city 
hall there really is no convenient room which 
the board of local improvements could ac- 
ecommodate the public in if they were to at- 
tempt to collect special assessments. The 
recent experience of taxpayers who stood all 
day shivering on the sidewalk waiting to get 
to the second floor office of the collector in 
the temporary quarters was sufficient proof 
that a second floor office is not a conven- 
lent * place. 

He also raised the question that citizens 
who do not understand Englisn well know 
that the collector’s office is the place where 
they must pay thefr money and they could 
not understand being sent to another office. 


Takes Fling at Mr. Standish. 

„I just want to say to Mr. Standish before 
these gentlemen here,“ he continued, that 
when he says it costs just 2 cents for the 
collector to collect $1 of special assessments 
he is mistake, and he knows different, 

“Tt costs us less than 1 cent, and that is 
as cheap as any one could do it. We had to 
hunt up the addresses on 30 or 40 per cent 
of the names before we could send out no- 
tices, because the board of local improve- 
ments did not furnish them. When I spoke 
to Standish about them he answered: What 
do ‘you care? Go ahead and get out your 
notices.’ *’ 

Mr. Standish expatiated upon the econo- 
mies to be gained by having all the records 
and auditing incident to the special assess- 
ments in the office of the board of local im- 
provements. He thought 50 per cent ofghe 
cost of handling these accounts could be 
gaved by this method. He accused the con- 
troller’s office of holding up rebates for 
months. 


Will Keep Accounts in Own Way.”

City Treasurer Isaac Powell declared that 
he was not looking for the special assess- 
ment work, but that as long as the law made 
him responsible for the money, he proposed 
to keep his own accounts in his own way.

Custody of Children Changed; Alimony 
$137 a Month. 


Judge Windes yesterday refused to grant 
a divorce to Roger Mulcahy, former police 
lieutenant in charge of the Stanton avenue 
station, who accused his wife of cruelty.

THO SUBURBS IN A FERMENT 


Oak Park and Edison Park Riled 
Up’ Over Annexation. 


VOTE TO BE TAKEN APRIL 5. 


Chicago Expected to Follow Its Custom 
a Ness cys for Union. 


Oak Park is in a stew over the proposition 
to annext the western suburb to Chicago. 

The petition was filed yesterday with the 
board of election commisisoners to submit 
the annexation proposition to the voters of 
Chicago at the municipal election on April 5. 
The same day it goes to the voters of Oak 
Park at the village hustings. 

Simultaneously Chicago will vote upon the 
proposal to tack on the village of Edison 
Park, one of the northwestern suburbs, with a 
population of about 600 souls. 


Residents Are “Riled Up.” 

Oak Park is genuinely “riled up about 
annexation. By the old residents, who 
made Oak Park what they say it is, the talk 
of tacking it on to Chicago is viewed with 
scorn, and marked down as an attempi of 
the newcomers in the south end of the vil- 
lage to dictate the policies and the future of 
the suburb. 

The argument from the south enders is 
that they want to get into the cit); and have 
the same benefits of municipal life as have 
been obtained by the old timers,”’ who live 
in the more exclusive sections of Oak Park. 

The report from Oak Park last night was 
that there will be a hard fight between the 
annexationists and the antis, with the re- 
sult considerably in doubt. Chicago, as usual 
upon annexation propositions, is marked 
down as certain to vote for annexation. 


Perturbation in Edison Park. 

Edison Park also is perturbed by the an- 
nexation proposition. The petition was 
filed yesterday, signed by enough residents to 
put the proposition on the ballot. Edison 
Park is northwest of the city: limits, and if 
it comes in probably will be joined to the 
Twenty-seventh ward. . 

The sentiment in the suburb is said to be 
about evenly divided on the question and the 
prospects are for a stirring election. 

The two annexations will be the “little 
ballot questions at the coming election. 
The saloon question, if it is held to be proper- 
ly presented by the board of election com- 
missioners, also will be upon the official 
ballot. 


KEMP WANTS EARLY TRIAL. 


Former Rector, Acquitted on One 
Charge, Will Ask Judge to Call 
Another Case. 


The Rev. Robert Morris Kemp, former rec- 
tor of St. Chrysostom’s piscopal church, 
who was found not guilty of charges made 
by two choir boys, served notice on the 
state’s attorney’s office yesterday afternoon 
that he would appear before Judge Baldwin 
this morning and demand that another case 
against him be set for trial March 28. 


Alliance Francaise Had This in 
View; Caused All the Row. 


“SUZETTE” TO BE GIVEN. 


New Club, Comedie Parisienne, Will 
Favor Modern Drama. 


If “ Suzette had just told the fellow to go 
along and mind his own business instead of 
encouraging him to follow her right into her 
own house there would, perhaps, have been 
none of this artistic split which has opened 
between the dramatic censors of the Alliance 
Francaise and some of the actors therein. 

Of course, Suzette” never dreamed that 
what she did would not be a nice thing to 
present to the mind and eye of university and 
high school students of Chicago or she 
wouldn't have done it—maybe. But she was 
just a dear Httle, self-willed Parisienne and. 
she was brave enough to take a few chances 
in order to teach a saucy boulevardier to have 
proper respect for young women who hap- 
pened to be out alone. 

All of which was considered O. K. in Paris, 
but it doesn’t go in Cincago—that is, not so 
far as the Alliance Francaise is concerned. 
And because the Alliance Francaise will not 
stand for “ Buzette,’”’ the actors of the alli- 
ance have formed an independent dramatic 
company to be known as the Comedie Pari- 
sienne, and they are going to show the public 
that Suzette ” is altogether artistic and not 
the least bit bad. 


Youthful Mind in View. 

There really is no difference of opinion be- 
tween the actors and the censors respecting 
the propriety of presenting Suzette and 
other current French plays to an adult audi- 
ence. The thing at issue is the morals of the 
student body, for whose benefit the Alliance 
Francaise has been staging classic French 
dramas. Just what is the difference between 
a classic and a contemporary drama is an- 
other question that enters into the case. 
Some say a drama has to be aged in order 
to be classic, while others—among them the 
‘‘insurgent ” actors—contend that a drama 
may be contemporary and classic at the 
same time. 5 

„We are willing to continue to serve the» 
educational ends of the Alliance Francaise, 
said Henri Vandeputte, one of the actor lead- 
ers of the anti-conventional movement, but 
we want to be left free to enact the modern 
French plays. The committee of censors of 
the Alliance Francaise has reported against 
some of the plays we have proposed on the 
ground that they would not be proper pieces 
to set before the student mind. ‘ Suzette’ 
was one of the plays on which adverse re- 
ports were made. Perhaps the censors were 
right, but we think ‘ Suzette’ may be pre- 
sented to an aduk audienc® without any dis- 
astrous effects, and we have included it in 
the répertoire of six plays which we purpose 
to stage im Chicago, beginning next Octo- 


ber. 
Just What Suzette“ Did. 

In Suzette,“ continued M. Vandeputte, 
by way of letting in a little light. a young 
woman is followed on the street by an impu- 
dent fellow. Wishing to teach him a lesson, 
she encourages him to tag along until she 
reaches her house. She goes so far, indeed, 
as to permit bim to enter her residence. 
Then, in the presence of her father, she de- 
nounces the fellow and sends him on his 
Way.“ 

Arthur T. Aldis, a director of the French 
theater, said he was in favor of the Comedie 
Parisienne project, but agreed with Prof.

REPRESENTATIVE BODIES AND 
CORRUPTION, | 

It is a discouraging phase of such mat- 
ters as they have up now in New Tork 
and Pittsburg that disclosures and punish- 
ment neither cure nor deter. The dis- 
ease is general. The remedy is local. 
The latter serves for one community and 
barely for one political generation in that 
community. | } 
It is another discouraging feature that 
the placidity of other states and other 
cities is merely the placidity of ignorance, 
Their innocence is the innocence of ig: 
norance. A writer recently in a maga- 
zine said that if the truth were revealed 


‘every legislature of every state would be 


found tarred by the same stick that tarred 
the New York assembly. Of that, as a 
general proposition, there can be little 
doubt. 

Legislatures differ much in luck but 
very little in practices. One general as 
sembly uses the same means for personal 
gain as are used in another. Inadvert- 
ence in the shape of a secret exposed or 
chance in the form of an energetic prose- 
eutor drops the match which causes an 
explosion in the one. The other goes scot 
free. The difference is marked in ap- 
pearances, but it does not exist in essen- 
tials. 

It may be human nature to observe with 
a self-satisfied superiority the corruption 
brought to light in a neighboring state, 
but it is not wisdom. The corporations 
make no such mistake. They can count 
up every year or every two years the 
amounts which they have erg to 
the personal property increase—the un- 
earned increment”—of general assem- 
blies, and they know better. They know 
that legislative morality is not a matter 
of state lines. 5 
It may be that American assemblies are 
not distinctive in their corruption. ‘There 
is no reason to believe that a gulf divides 
the personal incorruptibility of the repre- 
sentative gatherings of other countries 
from the sordid dishonesty of those in the 
United States. Undoubtedly much is said 
abroad of the dishonesty of American pol- 
ities which is said merely from a Phari- 
saical complacence, a complacence based 
on an ignorant acceptance of conditions. 
Undoubtedly much is said here of the per- 
fection of foreign arrangementg which is 
said merely because distance lends en- 
chantment. 

Except to disclaim for America the pos- 
session of all legislative and governmental 
corruption, a comparison of home and for- 
eign conditions is valueless. Whatever 
there is of importance to IIlinois in the 
two recently disclosed New York scandals 
gets its importance only as it serves as a 
warning to men who in a few months will 
have in their hands the selection of a new 
house of representatives and of half of 
the new senate. 

The game of legislative dishonesty is a 
sordid one for the rank and file of the 
corruptible—one which may be ‘worth 
while financially for the shrewd few, but 
a cheap game for the many whose votes 
are used. Many a man has been deliv- 
ered to a season’s program for a price 
anywhere between $1,000 and $2,000— 
cheap for the leasing of a man’s e 
for two years. 

If nothing were involved but the black- 
mailing of corporations the average citi- 
zen might sit back and look at the strug- 
gle with an unholy, but probably explain- 
able, unconcern. Such, however, is not 
the case. A responsive, honest legis- 
lature, if it could be obtained but once, 
would be of untold benefit to the state, 
There is a public impiety in so limiting 
the hope, but vigilance, which should be 
eternal, is not. A new deal in the Illinois 
general assembly is about to be had, and 
even if vigilance be not everlasting, hope 
is—in spite of discouragements. 


THE DEPARTMENT OF STREETS. 

The Civic federation recommends to the 
city counci] the conversion of the street 
bureau into a department. The argument 
it makes in support of the recommendation 
is a strong one. All must agree that the 
duties of the commissioner of public works 
are so numerous and serious that his 
supervision of the work of the street 
bureau can be only nominal unless he shall 
neglect all the other bureaus to look after 
it. The street bureau, with an appropria- 
tion of $3,000,000, is of enough conse 
quence to be a department. If it were one 
the responsibility for the proper conduct 
of a part of the municipal machinery which 
comes home to every citizen would rest 
on one man and not be divided as it is 
now. ete. 
Tue Tristne assents to this, but it 
would go a step farther. It would or- 
ganize in the department of streets two 
bureaus. One of them should have charge 
of the street and alley cleaning, the re- 
moval of ashes, garbage, snow, dead 
animals, etc. The other should have 
charge of the repair and maintenance of 
improved and unimproved streets and of 
sidewalks, To this bureau should be in- 
‘trusted also the issuing of, permits to pub- 
lie service corporations to tear up the 
streets, and on it should be imposed the 
neglected daty of seeing that the streets 
are restored to good condition. The head 


ot each bureau should be a civil service 


employé, chosen through a competitive ex- 
| amination open to every American citizen. 

It is beginning to be understood that 
there can be no successful municipal ad- 
ministration if a city cannot command 
the services of men who have had the spe- 


cial training which enables them to man-

A LOSS TO ART. 

There is great fear that Tuesday’s de- 
cision in the court of Justice James H. 
Belethe of Morristown, N. J., will have a 
disastrous effect on art, and the alarm is 
with cause, We do not know what will be 
the attitude of the Evanston Drama club, 
but we hope that it will deplore if not 
resent the verdict which threatens to de- 
stroy our artistic foundations.

One having at heart the best interests 
of our dramatic art must deplare this con- 
clusion. What, we ask in sorrow, becomes 
then of that appeal to the artistic sense so 
instantly and effectively made on the stage 
when an emotion racked character re- 
leases the pent up Niagara of his feelings 
in this simple utterance which reaches out 
and wrings the proper response from the 
audience? If the word be not naughty it 
cannot be effective. If it be not bad it 
cannot be daring to employ it, and all the 
aft of the actor in using and all the en- 
joyment of the audience in hearing it fade 
away. 

We have known a comedian to round 
out a successful season with two “ damns” 
and one Well, I'll be ——.” Several 
tragedies have been rescued from failure 
by it, and one of the best paying farces 
reached its climax of enjoyment when the 
principal feminine character jumped reck- 
lessly away from propriety and soared into 
the realms of the improper on this general 
utility word of the fine arts. We see lit- 
tle hope now. The comedian may try to 
secure his effects by falling down more 
flights of stairs, and probably the tragedian 
will find an uglier although not shorter 
word guaranteed as improper, but the 
pride of the stage is gone.

HILE it is ttue that Queen Sophia of Swe- 
den now makes her home 
in England, where she has a house in Lon- 
don, a place in Buckinghamshire, and & 
villa at Bournemouth, it is misleading to 
speak of her as an exile from Sweden, since that would 
convey the impression that she has been compelled by 


which she shared with her husband, the late King Oscar, 
for over thirty years. 

She is making her home in England, largely because 
its climate is more beneficial to her health than that 
of Sweden. In the lifetime of her husband she was 
wont frequently to spend the winter or tlie autumn in 
the south of England. Then, too, she entertains pro- 
nounced views with regard to evangelical matters, to 
temperance, and to puritanism, objecting to many of 
the ordinary forms of social entertainment as harmful 
frivolities, and takes an active part in Salvation army 
affairs. 

These views were often a source of trouble to the 
government during King Oscar's reign, the more 80 46 
she seemed to find people and conditions in. Norway 
more. congenial than in Sweden, this at a time when 
the relations between the sister kingdoms were exceed- 
ingly etrained. 

— 

Her husband was able to exercise considerable influ- 
ence over her, which her eldest son never has possessed. 
He is, of all her children, the one for whom she cares 
least; and the result is that there has been more fric- 
tion between herself and the Swedish authorities in 
the last two years than theretofore. 

The differences between the present king and his 
mother are of old standing. They are due not only to 
her extreme views in matters of creed, and of mode 
of life, but to financial considerations. Her fortune is 
large, inherited from her father, the penultimate sover- 
eign duke of Nassau, who, like the prince of Monaco 
today, derived colossal revenues from the public gam- 
bling tables at Wiesbaden, tables which were run by 
old Blanc, the founder of the great gambling establish- 
ment at Monte Carlo. 

The late king was not rich. His elder brother when 
he died had left every bit of property at his disposal to 
his only child, Loulse, now queen of Denmark. When 
oscar succeeded to the throne, he found even the royal 
library denuded of its contents. Oscar was not fortu- 
nate in his many industrial and financial ventures; and 
thus it was expected that Queen Sophia would help him 
to make provision for his children. 

She, however, has intimated her intention of leaving 
her fortune to her second son, Prince Bernadotte, who 
surrendered his prerogatives and status as a prince of 
the blood, and his rights of succession to the throne, 
descending to the rank of ordinary noble, in order to. 
marry her maid of honor, Miss Ebba Munck in the face 
of the strong opposition of his father and brothers. 
Prince Bernadotte and his wife share the dowager 
queen’s tastes and views. This they do to such an ex- 
tent that he was forced to retire from service in the 
the chiefs of which could not countenance his 
preaching in tha, street, to the hymn accompaniments of 
his wife, nor his crusade against licensed places of 
liquid refreshment, nor his public criticisms of the leg- 
islation and administration of the government in various 
social and religious matters. 

we 

Princess Bernadotte is aware that her husband's 
brothers objected to his marriage, and is not kindly 
disposed toward them, and her influence has weighed 
with her husband; while the knowledge that he is to 
be their mother’s principal if not sole heir, has led them 
to impute to him the exercise of undue influence upon 
the aged queen. 

As long as the latter remained in Sweden, there was 
bound to be friction between herself and the govern- 
ment; also with the king and his brother Charles. In 
England, living incognito, a distinguished stranger of 
great wealth, she is much freer to follow out her re- 
ligious, philanthropic, and social work, without inter- 
ference. She enjoys there a liberty of action which, 
in view of her rank as queen mother, is out of the ques- 
tion in Sweden. That is why she is henceforth to make 
her principal home in Great Britain, instead of in 


Sweden. 

Among the protests flled on the occasion of the recent 
election at Holyrood palace by the peers of Scotland of 
sixteen of their number to represent their order in the 
house jof lords of the new parliament at Westminster, 
was one against the participation by the earl of Eglin- 
ton and Winton in the affair. The protest was filed by-a 
veteran of the charge of the light brigade at Balaklava, 
who formerly bore the name of William E. Fulton, but 
is now known as William Montgomery. He claims to 
be the great-great-grandson of Alexander, ninth earl of 
Eglinton, and thus the nearest and lawful heir to Archi- 
bald, eleventh earl of Eglinton, who died in 1796 without 
male issue. 

There are few peers now living in Great Britain who 
have had more trouble in connection with claimants to 
his honors and estates than Lord Eglinton, some put- 
ting forward pretensions to his earldom of Eglinton 
and others to that of Winton, and he has been put to 
no little expense in connection with the defense of his 
rights. 

Among the claimants to the earldom of Winton is 
George Seton Anderson, connected with one of the great 
shipping houses of Liverpool, who is convinced that the 
earldom of Winton should belong to him. The earldom 
of Winton was one of the honors of the illustrious house 
of Seton, which figures so largely in the pages. of Scot- 
tish history. The fifth of the Seton earls of Winton is 
generally supposed to have died abroad without issue, 


teenth earl of Eglinton, who was able to prove to the 
satisfaction of the committee of privileges of the house 


of Winton, obtained recognition of the crown as the 
lawful heir to the earldom of Winton. 
1 — 


The fifth Lord Winton was implicated in the Jacobite 
rising in the early part of the eighteenth century, was 
incarcerated in the tower of London, from which he 
managed to escape, seeking refuge at Rome, where he 
died about 150 years ago. Now there always has been 
a question as to whether he left any legitimate issue. 
So far, no proof valid in law, nor of a nature to satisfy 
the committee of privileges of the house of lords, has 
been produced to show that he even married. But there 
are all sorts of stories, according to some of which he 
married in Italy and left issue there; while according 
to others he made frequent visits to Scotland, under the 
name of Seton, and married there. 

If he left children, their descendants would have 
rights prior to those of the present Lord Eglinton to the 
Scottish earldom of Winton, which is heritable by 
women as well as by men. The issue rests upon the 
point as to whether he did or did not marry; and to 
this day the search is being pursued for information 
about the matter, not only by Scotch and English people, 
but by Americans, among them being, I understand, 
Ernest Thompson Seton, the writer of animal stories. 

There are few Scotch peers who unite more honors 
than Lord Eglinton, who combines in his person the 
lines of four great houses, the Montgomerys of Eagle- 
sham, the Eglintons of Eglinton, the Barclays of Ar- 
drossan, and the Setons, one of whose ancestors married 
the sister of King Robert Bruce. 

The name of the thirteenth Lord glinton, father of 
the present peer, was weli known in this country fifty 
or sixty years ago, through his establishment of a 
steamship service between Galway and America, which 
might have been in existence today had it not been for 
its mismanagement after his death. 

— * 

It was this same Lord Eglinton who organized the 
famous Eglinton tournament held at Eglinton castle 
nearly seventy years ago, in which not only the earl 
himself but many other peers of high degree took part: 
also Prince Louls Bonaparte, who afterward ascended 
the throne of France as Napoleon III. 

Lord Eglinton was the most notable figure at the 
tournament, both in race of bearing, strength, .and 
agility. The other knights, by reason of the great 
weight of their armor, had to be hoisted into their sad- 
dles like so many raw recruits in an grmy riding school, 
but the earl vaulted on to his charger, over sixteen 
hands high, without touching the,stirrup, although his 
armour was among the heaviest of those who took part 
in this historic pageant. It is estimated that the tourna- 
ment cost him nearly half a million of dollars.

Luxor, Egypt, March 23.—[Special.]—-Your query con- 
cerning yesterday’s “race across the desert” received. 
There was no race. The day's story being rather dull, 
the special correspondents agreed to spice it up with a 
race. Your second query also received. The statement 
by the World correspondent that Col. Roosevelt stood 
speechless before the mummy of Rameses I.” is an 
exaggeration. As I related yesterday, the Colonel's 
Baedeker was mislaid, and he was unable to do com- 
plete justice to the tombs, but he was far from speech- 
less.

Since thig land show Mr. Rat- 
terree has been working to get all the boost- 
ers of Arkansas together in order that the 
extent and variety of the land resources of 
Arkansas shall be known to every landless 
man in the United States. 


Much Enthusiasm Shown. 


This movement has resulted in the Arkan- 
sas land congress, which opened today at the 
Marton hotel, Little Rock, and which is being 
attended by crowds of delegates and visitors 
from all over the state and from surround- 
ing states. Mr. Ratterree is gratified be- 
yond measure with the attendance and en- 
thusiasm displayed at this meeting. 

At the opening of the Arkaneas first land 
congress this morning there were on the 
speakers’ stand Norman Mack of New York, 
Gov.

“The cost of many of the plants that have 
deen installed is greater than $160. But the 
type that a man elects to put in is a matter 
of business judgment for him. The only 
point here involved is that $150 ie all that he 
is compelled to spend under the ordinances, 
providing he elects to pasteurize his own milk 


rather than to buy pasteurized milk 


Says Tuberculin Test Costs More. 
“ The cost of pasteurizing milk ranges from 
1-20 to 1-8 of a cent a quart. This figures 
out 2 to 5 cents for an eight galion can. 
A man who has a two can route will be 
put to an expense of about $15 to $20 a * 
“ Pasteurizing will save him from 
$100 a year through . 
spoiling. I do not believe that it can be 
claimed that the maintenance is any more 
prohibitive than the installation cost. A 
group of five to ten small dealers can go 
2 and equip to pasteurize if they so 
* 

“ Pasteurized milk now sells to the dealers 
for the same as or less than tuberculin tested 
milk. If the proposed amendment goes into 
effect tuberculin tested milk will jump to a 

ce which the small dealer cannot pay. 

is much cheaper to pasteurize milk than 
it is to tuberculin test cows and follow this 
up by destroying the reacting cows. 


Points to Number of Licenses. 

“ But probably the best answer to this 
question ia the experience of the last year. 
More than half the milk ie pasteurized, and 
under those ordinances the number of men 
taking out milk licenses was greater than 
it was prior to the ordinances, as shown from 
the following table: 


“The ordinances as they now stand have 
two alternatives. The dealer can purchase 
_ whichever kind of milk he pleases. He, there- 

fore, has a good business chance. The pro- 
posed amendment merely takes away one of 
these chances. Every retailer at once be- 
— a competitor for the tuberculin tested 
mil 

** Chicago now gets 30,000 eight galion cans 

of milk a day. There are about 7,000 cans of 
milk from tuberculin tested cows. Should 
all of the dealers commence to compete for 
these 7,000 cans, the small dealer and the 
poor man would be shut out and the large 
dealers and the rich people would get all of 
the milk. 


“Amendment Hurts Small Dealer.” 

“The ordinances as amended, promptly 
enforced, would put every smal! dealer in 
town out of business. If administrative dis- 
cretion is used and the ordinances are slow- 

ly administered, the children will suffer dur- 
ing the interval. 

The larger dealers have their veterinari- 
ans employed by the year, or can so employ 

them within a few months. The small dealer 
will thus be put at such a business dis- 
advantage that he will be put out of business. 
The ordinances as they now stand are fair 
to the small dealer. They will not be fair 
to him if amended as it is proposed. That 
he does not see this has no bearing on the 
case. On more than one cccasion the smal! 
dealers have fought ordinances which event- 
ualy were shown to be for their best in- 
terests. 

Probably a minority of the milk dealers is 
opposed to these ordinances. The Milk Deal- 
ers’ association has about 800 members. 
There are about 5,000 milk licenses in the city 
of Chicago. A majority of the dealers is 
satisfied with the present ordinances.” 


Plead Again for Firemen. 

Members of the city council fire depart- 
ment committee during the day listened once 
more to a discussion of the double platoon 
system. Fire Marshal Horan had for his 
opponents John Fitzpatrick and John O'Neill 
of the federation of labor. 

There is no class of workmen in the worid 
today who get less pay for the number of 
hours than the firemen of Chicago.“ said 
Mr. O'Neill. They work sixteen hours and 

Forty minutes a day, and they get about 18 
. cents an hour.“ 

No alderman wants more for the firemen 
than I do,” replied Chief Horan. “” The 
council gave me only $50:000.a year with 
which to repair fire houses. I could use 

more than that on the south side alone. But 

as for the double platoon system—if you're 
going to make house pets of the fremen— 
then go ahead.” 

Mr. Fitzpatrick attacked Chief Horan for 
a statement he was alleged to have made 
with reference to Chicago firemen working 

more in thirty days than firemen in other 
elles work in six months.
